the goal of the ' Franchise League 
since it 
accepted the governor's 


proposition. 
The three senators- 


wbose pledges came in late in the 
day to'complete the number neces- 
sary before the call could be issued 
are Eisner, Cravens and Meeker. 


The issuance of the proclamation 


calling the special session was the 
result of a movement the Woman's 
Franchise League started December

With the opening of the present 


session of the 66th congress, Sena- 
tor George H. Moses of New Hamp- 
shire introduced a resolution pro-. 
viding-for the appointment of 
a 


congressional committee to investi- 
gate the suppression of the elector- 
ate in \-arious States of the Union, 
the idea behind this resolution being 
that if certain classes of 
citizens 


afe not accorded the right to vote 
the3' should not be counted in fix- 
ing the congressional representation 
of the states which are thus violating 
the plain mandate of the 
federal 


constitution. It is\a fact so 
well 


known to the majority of the peo- 
jjle of this country as to require 
nothing more than official certifies,* 
tion that in some of our states the 
negro is not permitted to vote at all, 
while in others such obstacles are 
placed in the way of his exercise of 
the ballot -as practically to nalify 
the 14th amendment.

The National motor vehicle theft 


act is no'w in force and makes the 
transportation of a stolen automo- 
bile from one state to another a ser- 
idns prime. The text of the act fol- 
lows:

• "Be it enacted <iy the Senate and 
House of 
Representatives of the 


United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That this Act may 
be cited a.s the National - Motor 
Vehicle Theft Act.' 


^Sec. 2. That when used in this' 


Act: 


"(a)-The term 'motor vehicle' 


shall include an automobile, auto- 
mobile truck, automobile wagon, mo'-
